A rash of crimes of violence has broken out in the Foot- 


scray-Newport area in recent weeks. 


The crimes range through assault 
and robbery, malicious wounding and 
assault with a weapon to common 


assault. 


Detectives from Foots- 
ecray CIB are at present 
probing at least six vio- 

* lence offences committed 
in just over a week. 

And there is a thick file 
recording other crimes of 
violence so far this year.
